Reiolved, Th^t the doctrine, of late 
so frequently and violently inculcated 
that when war is once declared, all en­ 
quiry into its justice and expediency 
ought to ceafe, and all opposition to the 
m ^ in po'wcr Immediately to be aban­ 
doned, i$ essentially hostile to the vital 
principle^ of our republican institutions; 
and if adopted, would change our pre­ 
sent government into one of the worst 
species of tyi€nny which the ingenuity 
of'the jfbes of freedom has yet contrived; 
a government republican in its forms, 
in spirit and practice arbitrary and des­ 
potic ; that it must be obvious to the 
most ordinary capacity, that were such 
a doctrine to prevail, an administration 
which by its corruption or imbecility, 
^ad justly forfeited the confidence of 
he people, would be tempted to plunge 
the nation into an unjust or unnecessary 
war, for the sole purpose of perpetuat­ 
ing their power, and thus building their 
own greatness on the ruins of their 
country. 


Resolved, That without insisting on 
the injustice of the present war, taking 
solely into consideration the time and 
circumstances of its declaration, the 
condition of the country and state of the 
public tnind, we are constrained to con­ 
sider, and feel it our duty to pronounce 
it a m o^ rash, unwise and inexpedient 
measwre, the adoption of which ought 
forever tj| deprive its authors of the es­ 
teem and confidence of an enlightened 
people— because, as the injuries we 
liave received from France, are at least 
equal in amount to 4,hose wc have sus­ 
tained from England, and have been at­ 
tended with circumstances of still great­ 
er insult and aggravation—if war were 
necessary to vindicate the honor of the 
country, consistency and impartiality 
required that both Nations should have 
been included in the declaration. 
Be­ 
cause if it were deemed expedient to 
exercise our right of selecting our ad­ 
versary, prudence and common sense 
dictated the choice of an enemy, from 
whose hostility we h^dnothinfj to dread- 
A war with France would equally have 
satisfied our insulted honor, and at the 
sanlo' time, instead of annihilating, 
would have revived and extended our 
commerce—and even the e v ih of such 
a contest would have been mitigated Cy 
the sublime consolatbn, that by our ef­ 
forts, we were contributing to arrest the 
progress of despotism in Europe, and 
essentially serving the great interests 
of freedom and humanity throughout the 
world— Because a republican govern- 
tnent, depending solely for its support 
on the wishes and affections of the peo­ 
ple, ought never to declare a war, into 
wliich the gre^t body of the nation are 
not prepared to enter with zeal and a- 
lacrity—as where the justice and ne- 


raiional prospect of attaining, by force 
of arms, the objects for which our rulers 
say We are contend^^—and^ecausè the 
evils and distrélsés, Which'the waritoust 
of.nedessi£y occasion, 
orerbalënce 
any advantages we can exQect to derive 
^ m it.—«Because the great power of 
lingland on t%e <icean,and the amaeing 
K|Sources she derives from commerce 
and navigaUon, ren ier it evident, that 
we cannot compel her to respect our 
rights and satisCftour demands, other­ 
wise than by a Successful maritime war- 
are, the means of ^ d u c tin g whtth 
We not only do not possess, but our rul­ 
ers have obstinately refused té ptovide. 


Because the exhausted state of the 
>Treasury,occasioned by the destruction 
ÿfthe revenue derived from c^nimerce, 
should the war continue, will render ne­ 
cessary a resort to loans and taxes to a 
vast amount—measures .by which tlie 
people will be greatljr burthenedand
